Good Food 


News! 


A RECORD wheat crop this 
season is forecast by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, and 
foreign observers in Russia be- 
lieve that there is a chance of 
the Soviet harvest reaching 
record proportions.” 

This good news follows hard on 
last week’s British estimates of a 
bumper grain crop following three 
woeks of sunshine with moderate 
rain. 

American farmers have been 
ordered to hand over their 1945 
crop immediately instead of wait- 
ing until September as originally 
scheduled. Meantime, Moscow 
papers make front-page news of 
Russian farmers’ efforts to beat 
the spring ploughing and sowing 
records in honour of the first post- 
war May Day. 

Yet more reassuring food news: 
37 tons of Madeira wine has been 
unloaded at Plymouth; and 
Colombia has offèred Britąin 
3,000 tons of bananas a month— 
double our present imports.
